Of ny present arrangeuents for returning home you have probably heard so of- 
ten already that it would be almost superfluous to repeat them: yet I can zive 
you the very latest if there will be aught of interest in that to you. I now 
loo: forward to leaving Berkeley on the first of May or possibly a little be-, 
fore “that. In that event, even thouzgh I go around by the Canadian Pacific as I- 
at present expect to do, I should reach Toronto on or about the 6th or 7th of 
the same nonth, but of course, I shall not expect to stay more than a da, or 
two in Toronto at that tine, as 1 should ¿o home first before payin, aly Other 
visits,and as all the fellows will ve engaged in exaninations at that very tite, 
If therefore I stay over one night at Toronto on ny way east I shall consider 
that I have done well. It is ny intention however to return to that city at the 
date set for the annual conuencenent, this year, I believe, the 7th of June. 
Then the fellows will all be more at leisure, and I myself, having paid my res- 
pects to the people at home, will feel at perfect liberty to make ny numerous 
visits in the west of Ontario. It will not be for long however, as I am at pre- 
sent counting on naking Germany ay hone for the next couple of years, and an 
consequently expecting to sail from Canada, if wy present arran¿euents hold good. 

My time therefore in Toronto and the west, as indeed 
ny whole stay in Canada, will be all too brief for ail I wish to do in the tine. 
Yet of course I should be supremely thankful that I am aole to get houe for any 
time at all, however brief, and you who know ne and ay love for the old scenes 
can well imagine that I am looxing forward with the keenest anticipations to 
the day when ny train shall roll snoothly into the Toronto depot of such ex- 
tre ely varied memories, even including the tinue when I was feeling so zood and 
friendly to all the Christnas passenzers. | 

But enouph of all these arrangements! I an sufficiently -.classical to have a 
certain dread of Nenesis, and I fear to provoxe Her by detaling too often or toe 
much at length my plans for the coming summer. Be it enough to say that I hope 
that you and I and all the old boys will soon be meetinz face to face. 
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Do not imagine however, fron my eagerness to return hone that things out here 
are' anything but delizhtful: for as a matter of.fact, I ¿row to enjoy Califor- 
nia and the life of freedom it affords, more every day.of ay sojourn here. Its 
climate is most delightful (every one went wild the other day over the appear- 
ance of sone snow on the hills back of the town), the people most hospitable, 
the girls all beautiful, and the men all jolly good fellows. Ay impressions of 
California have always been of the pleasantest and always shall ve, as far as 
I can judze at this present noment. I cannot help feeling sometines that this 
stay of mine in California may ultimately bind ne nore Closely to the Golden 
State than I ever imagined would be the case. Well, one might well have his 
destiny bound up with a less fair and less fruitful country, so that I don’t 
know that I should be inclined to kick if my surmises should prove to have any 
ground in fact ultimately. I do however confess to a stronz desire to be iden- 
tified with Canada and Canadian progress, but as that country unfortunately 
does not hold out many inducements in the acadewic line, I am sore afraid that 
ny portion will have to ve taken up with the aliens. I nave to laugh now when I- 
remember my boyish indignation against those of our youn¿ nen who went off to 
the United States to make a living: I can see now that it was simply an econou-_ 
ic situation and nothing more that influenced them. In Canada there is a weak 
demand side and a strong supply side, while our nore fortunate cousins are nak- 
ing such rapid progress that with them the demand side is strong enough to snap 
up all good material among the Ganadians as well.

will be run by a caesar sone of thesedays sure as fate. You will say that I : 
an not doing mush towards that which I profess myself anbitious to see, and 
again I can only say that the great foster mother of ay last two years ¿ives 
me a bountiful living, and I am weak. enough to yield or rather to have yielded 
to the bribe.
